A lecture on the government of the 
Dominion, the second of the series 
of lectures on Government, trader the 
auspices of the Faculty of Iaw, was 1 
delivered last week by Prof, j 
McGonm at Strathcona Hall. A large 
audience was present and the lecture 
was received with the greatest en- 
thusiasm. Dean bee iLtroduced the 
speaker who spoke as fellows: 

The constitution under which this 
country is governed possesses many 
distinctive features which are the out- 
growth of her history in the past, and 
in which very slight guidance can be 
found in other organized communities. ! 
The , nucleus of the settled part of i 
our territory hed been administered' 
in the old regime under a form which j 
contained: little or no recognition of! 
representative or elective institutions; i 
and'by the treaty of Paris in 1763 the i 
British King succeeded to all the au- 
thorlty that, had been vested in tho I 
King of Prance. The ultimate seat 1 
of sovereignty is one of the problems 
that present themselves for solution 
to the statesmen in all time3 charged 
with the administration of public af- 
fairs, and clear and logical views on 
this matter will greatly facilitate the 
task of good government in anv coun- 
try. The theoretical basis of the 
British constitution, at least froi - the 
time of the Norman conquest, has 
been tolerably' clear on this point. 
And -when. William the Conqueror suc- 
ceeded' in establishing one system of 
common law for the whole of the 
realm of England, and full recogni- 
tion of the binding force of all laws 
duly enacted throughout all the do- 
mains of the Crown, this made a use- 
ful starting point for all subsequent 
improvements in the law. It was the 1 
doctrine, not of King James alone, , 
but of all the great lawyers of his 
time — the time of" Shakespeare, I

. stmction have at last come home, and that they must be received 
by their fellow-citizens in a manner befitting their high achieve- 
ments 

It is but right that McGill should take her part in the general 
rejoicing, and take.it with a will. Among the officers of the re- 
turning regiment are many students and graduates of this college, 
and it should be our pride, no less than our duty, to show in the 
only way open to us our appreciation of the lustre they have shed 
' on the name of McGill. In truth, it is little enough we can do; we 
may but stand by as they pass and cheer them, and try to make 
them feel that we are not ungrateful. Those among us — an ever- 
increasing band — who have been overseas, will be ready to recog- 
nize in the men of the 42nd, comrades in arms who helped as far 
as in them lay to win glory for Canada's arms, and will not grudge 
them applause, because they realize as no others can the magni- 
tude of the taak they met and overcame. 

Many others will be there who have lost their dearest relatives 
in the struggle.

But we may be ex- 
cused if we take advantage of the occasion to give full scope to 
our enthusiasm and welcome the returning men as they deserve.

It is 
one of the yearly Moneague games, and 
thp head waiter can tell you on whom 
it has been played for the last five 
summers. I won't go into details. 
Sufficient to say that the scape goat 
comes off with a face covered In black 
pol and followed by roars of laugh- 
ter. 

Wc go to bed full of pleasant an- 
ticipation, for we are going to Dunn's 
River in the morning, and should you 
go once, the spell of the place is on 
you for ever. By eleven o'clock we 
are off in fine spirits, with bathing 
suits and lunch baskets In prominence 
— St Ann's is a very hilly parish, and 
everywhere you see smooth grassy 
slopes, with the cattle garzing peace- 
fully In the sun. But now, we come 
to Fern Gully, one of the many beauty- 
spots of our little island. On either 
sides of the road rise hills covered 
with large tree ferns, palms, nmboos 
and other wild growth. Just through 
the top, we can see the blue sky peep- 
ing, but otherwise it is quite fine and 
cool. sWe can feel the moisture In the 
air, and after passing through about a 
half a mile or more ^ this at slow 
speed, we do nothing but fcllnk on 
coming back to open air and bright 
sunshine. 

Soon we begun to splash through 
little rivers running across the road. 
There are eight of them I believe, and 
this fact accounts for the nama of the 
next town, "Ocho IUoiî." Do you like 
the sea ? Well, if you do, you would 
revel In Ocho Rioz. Aa I think of it 
now. I can see the sun sparkling on 
the water, and everywhere different 
shades of purplish red and blue meet- 
ing Into one another. While above all 
this the clear blue sky stands out, 
flecked here and iber-3 with tiny 
white clouds. •

the last days of the 
month of July 19H, the air was trou- 
bled. We did not know what was 
going to happen but little by little, 
fragment* of news began to circulate 
and at every meeting the possibility 
of war was discussed. A war between 
France and Germany, but we were un- 
informed as to the part Belgium would 
play if war should break out. Well, 
we knew soon enough, for to our Bor- 
row, we had to make way for the Ger- 
man troops on their way to France— 
and we were the victims. 

The 30th July 1914 will ever be re- 
membered as one of the saddest days 



in our history. The order was given 
for the requisition of horses and there 
was continuous going and coming, to 
and from the road to Liege. 

The night of July 31st and August 
1st will remain irapresed on my me- 
mory. Towards midnight the alarm- 
bells were rung and their dismal tones 
were heard on all sides. It was about 
2 a. m. I was half asleep (for it was 
very dark) and worn out by the exclt- 
nient and talk if the day I lay tossing 
in my bed when I heard a knock at 
the door. I got out of bed and on 
asking who was there a voice answer- 
ed 'it is the rural guard (garde 
ylianipttre) Pau'." 

"Wta/ what briu,; you here at this 
time of the night?" Paul I* asked, "Oh 
Jules," he said, I am here to older 
you to rejoin your regiment" (for I 
was a reservist). He told me that 
ihe Gemv.ny were at our borders, and 
that we must repulse them, cost what 
It might. 

You can imagine the anxiety if my 
family. I took leave of them In the 
morning and rejoined my regiment at 
Malines. 

The train arrived at Valines about 
1 a. m. We were met by the military 
authorities at the station and set out 
for our billets. At about 6 a, m. we 
wore given our equipments. 

On Wednesday Aug. 5, we were sent 
to the fortified position of Anvers. 
The train took ua to the -city of 
Lierre. Here we got off and having 
rested for half an hour we marched 
until midnight and^ worn out and hun- 
gry we slept in a dance hall. We 
rested the/next day and on Aug. 7 we 
had a little respite while awaiting the 
arrival of the enemy and spent our 
time— digging trenches and fortified 
ourselves and it was there that I re- 
ceived my baptism of fire which has 
lasted for more than four years and 
perhaps, may last longer."

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thought that regarded the Common 
law as the highest embodiment of ! 
human wisdom; It was the doctrine 
of these as well as of tho first King ! 
of Great Britain, that all le^aJ au- 
thority was centered in the monarch, 
who had inherited the paternal au- 
thority of tho father of a family and 
chief of a tribe, and which was limit- 
ed only by the restrictions imposed 
I from time to time by Law, upon tho 
j exercise of his powers; that England, 
: the nucleus of the British Empire, 
j had become a limited monarchy by a 
j series of laws under which the kins 
had parted with certain of his legal 
powers and could not resume them 
except with the consent of the nation, 
j and any king who attempted to do so 
I was acting as tyrant. The lnconpora- 
> tion of Scotland with England under 
a single sovereignty was therefore the 
beginning of tho organisation of tho 
; British Empire, as we know it to- lay. 
[The courts decided that a subject of 
I the King in one of his dominions was 
not an aliou but a full subject or 
citizen in all the oiuir dominions of 
the Crown, though boi-nd by the local 
laws of any British country in el.' 
local matters. And in this matter 
the articles of capitulation of .Mon- 
treal, preliminary to the treaty of I'a- 
rU, concisely and wisely ^xpressul 
this idea, when in answer <to a request 
for certain special exemptions for the 
old inhabitants, the British General 
replied: they become eubjects of the 
King. It is ourioiis and interesting 
to note how close an analogy to all 
these points is to be found in the 
history of France. It il to I.ouis 
XIV that the aphorism is attributed: 
L'Etat c'est Mol. And that waa almost 
a truism as the enunciation of the 
underlying principle which vested the 
monarch with paramount sovereignty, 
which moreover was both asserted 
and acted upon in the government of 
Canada in the old regime. When the 
Sovereign Council of New France was 
erected in 1663 as the instrument 10 
foe used for the Royal Government of 
the colony, the reserve of the plenary 
power to change, repeal and modify 
all the laws was made in the most 
formal terms. And the French kings 
were supported in this theory by the 
great lawyers of that nation, one 
school representing the Civil law doc- 
trine, which placed no limit on the 
authority of tho Roman Emperor 
either In secular or spiritual matters, 
to which on ibo complete emancipa- 
tion of France from outside author- 
ity the King of France succeeded. I 
shall not here discuss the later doc- 
trine which disputed this authority in 
matters spiritual, as for the purposes 
of this study that is irrelevant. The 
other school of legal interpretation 
was that of the expounders of Cus- 
tomary' law; and the greatest author- 
ity in this department, occupying a 
position of authority ithat may be 
deemed parallel to that of Lord Coke, 
was Charles Dumoulin, who is said to 
have bceu a relative of Queen Anne 
Boleyn of England; and it was Du- 
moulin who demonstrated the princi- 
ple in French Customary law that the 
authority of the monarch was para- 
mount and supreme, to such a degree 
as to override all claims to sharing 
this authority on the part of any other 
power temporal or ecclesiastical, very 
much in the spirit of the Act of Su- 
premacy of our own Queen Elizabeth, 
still in force iu every country under 
the British Crown. 

The course of history shews that 
many of the kings, both of England 
and France, evinced a disposition to 
abuse the absolute powers conferred 
upon them, and which had been deem- 
ed essential to concentrate the majes- 
ty of the nation for efficiency sake 
dnto one channel; and the struggles 
for Improvement aimed at two separa- 
te objects, one to place limitations on 
the extent of the authority of the 
reigning monarch, forcing him to exer- 
cise it with the advice and consent of 
representatives of the nation, and the 
other to embody in laws easily unders- 
tood and subject to the interpretation 
of judges only, or of jjudges and 
juries in mixed matters of law and 
fact, the most Important matters con- 
cerning both the sovereign and the 
people, the true limit: of liberty on 
the one band and of authority on the 
other. These two objects should not 
be confused. Reform in the laws and 
customs does not imply any diminu- 
tion in the authority of the sovereign. 
Indeed the people composing the na- 
tion have a distinct interest in main- 
taining the full authority of the 
Crown, once its advisers are chosen by 
the people themselves; and while in 
the past the chief struggles were to 
free the ordinary citizen from undue 
assumption of privilege either by the 



now exercise the powers formerly 
vested in the King alone. Su long 
as the King and his court were dis- 
posed to rob the people of the equal 
rights they were entitled to enjoy as 
citizens, the privileged orders were 
ready to support the extreme exercise 
of royal and parliamentary authority; 
but as soon as .parliament came to re- 
present all the people, those who ima- 
gined they deserved special conside- 
ration In the administration of the law 
began to assail the doctrine of the 
sovereignty of parliament and set up 
various rival organizations to which 
they wished to pay part of the alle- 
giance they owed to their legitimate 
sovereign representing all alike. This

This subsisted till after the 
close of the American revolutionary 
war, iu which the then British . ol- 
onics to the south declared their inde- 
pendence, which was recognized in 
1783, and a new constitution was adopt- 
ed for Canada In 1791. in which at

Having 
made the monarchy largely demo- 
cratic we are not Justified in allowing 
its real authority to be weakened by 
organizations embracing a part only 
of the citizens. 

Our political rights then are defined 
iby the constitutional acts of the im- 
perial parliament, la which we must 
ere long have direct representation for 
all matters outside the limits of Ca- 
nada itself, though we submit to exist- 
ing conditions, determined at a time 
when it was not easy to provide for 
representations of dominions beyond 
the seas; and now in order not to 
surrender the rights we have to a share 
in the control of our larger imperial 
interests, we must be careful not to 
diminish the authority that should 



tish North America under one parlia- 
ment, with subordinate bodies for lo- 
cal affairs, lt also foreshadowed 
giving to the Colonies a share in the 
government of the empire at large, 
a matter which still awaits its ulti- 
imate solution. The step immediately 
taken was embodied in the Tndon Act 
of 1810, by which the two provinces 
were again reunited nominally into 
one, in the practical working of which 
a system of dual government took 
plaie, both provinces being equally 
represented in the Assembly, aud the 
chief office being duplicated. This led 
to a condition of affairs in which It 
became increasingly difficult for any 
administration to obtain and lo retain 
a stable majority, and our public men 
then turned their attention to the 
feasability of a federal union of all 
;the provinces from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, Including also Newfoundland,

all matters not purely local, In other 
words to make effective the principles 
of the early Brltisu settlers of this 
country in preserving a united empire. 

Whatever then may have been the 
case with the inhabitants of England 
m early times, the inhabitants of Ca- 
nada had no effective voice in the Go- 
vernment until the right, was confer- 
red upon them by Act of the British 
Parliament. Before Parliament dealt 
with the matter the King, in the au- 
tumn or the year of the treaty of 
Palis 1783, Issued a Proclamation ex- 
pressing his intention to introduce an 
Assembly, that is an elective and re- 
presentative element, into the constitu- 
tion, but in the meantime establishing 
government by means of a Nominated 
Council, which lasted till the Quebec 
Act of 1774, Ohé first parliamentary 
constitution of the country. This 
made provisions as to the laws that 



which we live now, and It was created 
by the British North America Act of 
1867, to which a few amendments have 
since been made iby supplementary 
ActP, The basis was a series of re- 
solutions passed in Quebec in the end 
of 1864; but tho legal authority Is 
derived from the imperial statute. For 
I cannot accept the theory lhat it was 
a treaty. There can be no treaty be- 
tween a sovereign aud any part of his 
subjects. The leading features of this 
constitution are these: It is federal In 
character, the powers of legislation 
and administration being divided be- 
tween two separate bodies, one intend- 
ed to deal with those matters of com- 
mon Interest to all the inhabitants of 
Canada, the other with those con- 
sidered as local to the people of the 
several provinces.

Bkm is known as Max sham's Lew. 

In Obtaining such statistics a card 
is employed for each life, giving name, 
sex, race, residence, occupation, kind 
and amount of insurance, and par- 
ticularly, date of birth, date of entry 
or of coming under observation, and 
date and cause of eilt The exit may 
be caused by death or withdrawal, or 
the fact that the person was still 
under observation, at the time of the 
investigation. This mode of exit is 
termed "existing". From the dates of 
birth, entry and ee.it: the age nearest 
birth day, at entry, is obtained, and 
also the duration of the observation 
of the life In question, to the nearest 
year. In the case of existing and 
withdrawals, and in the case of deaths 
to the next complete year. 

There Is no mode of shortening the 
making of the record on cards, but 
sorting and tabulating machines of 
several types have been Invented for 
the purpose of rapid sorting of spe- 
cial forms of cards, into classes, and 
of afterwards counting them, and add. 
lng certain Information on the cards. 
The best known of these are the Hol- 
lerith, Powers and Pierce machines. 
The first and second use the same, 
type of card. The Hollerith machine 
will sort about 250 cards per minute, 
and the tabulating machines will take: 
as many as five items from each card, 
and add them, at the rate of 175 per 
minute. ' , . 

The Powers machines use the same 
type of card, but work, on different' 
principles. The Powers tabulating 
machine will list several Hems from 
each card and take the totals at the 
rate of 65 cards per minute. 

Both Hollerith and Powers machi- 
nes are rented and not sold outright 
From the stage of dividing the 
deaths by the exposures, to' obtain. the 
death rates, and onwards, the calcula- 
ting machine Is indispensable.,,. For 
the most part we may group these 
machines into those which can .per- 
form addition and subtraction readily, 
and multiplication and division less 
readily, and those In which the spe- 
cialty la multiplication and division. 
The beet of the addition meehines 
common in uee, ar. the Burroughs, 
and the Dalton and the Comptometer. 
Both the Burroughs and t^e Dalton 
list as well as add. Addition ' may he 
performed on the comptometers faster 
than the amounts may be read out, 
and several times raster than on either 
of the other two. The oldest multi- 
plying machine in common us. Is the 
Tale. There are at least a dozen 
others which work on the same prin- 
ciple of continuous addition, , or sub- 
traction In performing multiplication 
and division. Each has some minor 
feature of superiority to any of the 
others. There is only one machine 
which makes use of the multiplication 
table in Its construction, the "Mil- 
lionaire". It performs large multipli- 
cations more rapidly than any other 
machine, for the same expenditure of 
labour. For small multiplications it 
is hard to beat the comptometer. For 
division there is little difference In 
speed between tre machines, as closer 
attention must be paid to this opera- 
: tion than to multiplication.

Thé greater part of insurance mathe- 
matics is of a simple nature, the 
chief difficulty being the extended 
notation employed. For the ■gradua- 
tion of unadjusted mortality, rates 
many complicated methods have been 
devised, 1 but the three chief ones are 
the graphical methods, the summation 
method and the method of fitting on 
algebraic currie to tbe experience. The 
next stage is to construct a life-table. 

The columns in this table are the 
death rate or probability of dying, 
probability of living, number living 
at each "age, number dying between 
consecutive ages. 



On Saturday night, unaccompanied 
by the Rooters' Club and its usual ap- 
pendages, the Medical Basketball team 
went forth and performed the notable 
feat of defeating North Branch Y.M.
